Area school districts are 
seeking voter approval for a 
variety of millage requests 
in the Tuesday, May 5th elec- 
tion. Boyne City Public 
School is asking voters to 
renew 3.14 mils to finance a 
$26,745,800 project that in- 
cludes a field house and im- 
provements to existing 
buildings. The project ad- 
dresses a variety of improve- 
ments to facilities, 
technology, and equipment. 
The school hopes to revital- 
ize and refresh the existing 
facilities and equipment as 
well as develop new spaces 
for students and the commu- 
nity. 

If approved, property 
owners will not see the ex- 
pected decrease in their tax 
bill due to the old bond debt 
being paid off. Rather, taxes 
will remain steady at the 
current 3.14 rate, if the new 
millage passes. 

Charlevoix Public School 
District voters are being 
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Boyne City High School 


asked to consider a non- 
homestead operating mill- 
age for a period of four 
years. If approved, this pro- 
posal will allow the school 
district to continue to levy 18 
mills on all non-homestead 
property within the district 
including business property, 
most commercial and indus- 
trial property, as well as va- 
cation and rental properties. 
The proposed tax will not be 


levied on a homeowner’s 
principal residence. 

Also on the ballot for the 
Charlevoix School District is 
a $4 million bond proposal. 
The bond would pay for re- 
modeling, equipping, and 
furnishing school buildings; 
acquiring and installing in- 
structional technology 
equipment; purchasing 
school buses; and equipping, 
developing and improving

Home, Stay Safe 
lifts restrictions 
on some outdoor 
activities 

On April 24, Governor 
Gretchen Whitmer signed ex- 
ecutive order 2020-59, extend- 
ing her “Stay Home, Stay 
Safe” order through May 15. 
The new order will require 
people to wear homemade 
face coverings when they 
enter enclosed public spaces. 
It will also lift some restric- 
tions on outdoor activities and 
allow some workers who per- 
form previously suspended 
activities to go back to work. 

“Data shows that most 
Michiganders are doing their 
part by staying home and 
staying safe. That’s good, but 
we must keep it up. Social dis- 
tancing is our best weapon to 
defeat this enemy,” said Gov- 
ernor Whitmer. “With new 
COVID-19 cases leveling off, 
however, we are lifting some 
of the restrictions put in place 
in the previous order. I want 
to be crystal clear: the overar- 
ching message today is still 
the same. We must all do our 
part by staying home and 
staying safe as much as possi- 
ble.” 

“The numbers we’ve seen 
in the past week have shown a 
plateau in positive cases, but 
Michiganders must continue 
doing their part to fight this 
virus and protect their fami- 
lies,” said MDHHS Chief 
Deputy for Health and Chief 
Medical Executive Dr. Joneigh 
Khaldun. “The governor has 
taken a number of critical 
steps to protect Michigan fam- 
ilies, and this order today will 
allow that work to continue. 
We will keep monitoring the 
data closely and work with 
our partners across state gov- 
ernment to mitigate the 
spread of COVID-19.” 

The order will require peo- 
ple to wear homemade, non- 
medical grade face coverings 
when they enter enclosed pub- 
lic spaces. It will also require

Spring seasonal tick 
awareness notice 


Due to Governor 
Gretchen Whitmer’s “Stay 
Home, Stay Safe” Executive 
Order (EO 2020-42), the 
Health Department of 


Northwest Michigan is issu- 


ing an early tick awareness 
notice. Under Executive 
Order 2020-42, residents are 
allowed to engage in out- 
door activities like walking, 
hiking, running, and cy- 
cling while continuing to 
follow physical distancing 
measures. As more resi- 
dents head outside during 
the order, the risk of 
human-tick interactions 
also increases. 

“Tn the next few weeks, 
we tend to see a sharp in- 
crease in tick activity,” said 
Scott Kendzierski, Environ- 
mental Health Director for 
the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan. “It is 
very important when en- 
gaging in outdoor recre- 
ation that you wear 


protective clothing and con- 


duct thorough tick checks 


when coming inside, includ- 


ing your pets. The nymph 
stage of the blacklegged 
tick is very small and may 
not be noticed in a casual 
detection.” 

We want to remind resi- 


dents that being outside and 


getting fresh air and sun- 
shine are beneficial for 
overall health, but those 
who enjoy nature and the 
outdoors should take stan- 
dard seasonal precautions 
like: 


- Using repellent that con- 


tains 20 percent or more 
DEET, picaridin, or IR3535 
on exposed skin for protec- 
tion that lasts several 
hours. 


- Wearing clothing that 
has been treated with per- 
methrin. 

- Looking for ticks on 
your body and on any pet(s) 
after spending time outside. 

- Putting your clothes in 
the dryer on high heat for 
60 minutes to kill any re- 
maining ticks. 

- Taking a shower as soon 
as you can after coming in- 
doors. 

Questions regarding ticks 
in Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Emmet, and Otsego coun- 
ties should be directed to 
the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan Envi- 
ronmental Health Division 
at 231-547-6523. Health re- 
lated questions should be 
directed to the Michigan 
Department of Health and 
Human Services at 1-800-

identifies COVID-19 
testing priorities 


As testing increases in 
Northeast Michigan, DHD4 
wants to make residents 
aware of some important in- 
formation when considering 
getting tested. As it currently 
stands, there are four priority 
areas for testing laid out by 
the Michigan Department of 
Health and Human Services. 
These include: 

- Priority 1: Hospitalized 
patients and healthcare facil- 
ity workers with symptoms. 

- Priority 2: Patients in con- 
gregate living facilities with 
symptoms, patients over 

age 65 with symptoms, pa- 
tients with underlying condi- 
tions with symptoms and 

first responders with symp- 
toms. 

- Priority 3: Essential work- 
ers with symptoms, individu- 
als who do not meet any 

of the above criteria with 
symptoms, asymptomatic 
healthcare facility workers 
and first responders, individ- 
uals with mild symptoms in 
communities experiencing 
high numbers of COVID-19 
hospitalizations. 

- Priority 4: Essential work- 
ers whether they have symp- 
toms or not. 

In addition, some facilities 
are only testing priorities 1 or 
2 based on supply availability. 
This is a testing facility deci- 
sion and may be adjusted as 
more supplies become avail- 
able. DHD4 recommends indi- 
viduals call testing sites to 
see which priorities they are 
testing. Go to 
https://www.michigan.gov/c 
oronavirus/0,9753,7-406-98189- 
--,00.htm1 to find local testing 
site information. 

Also, please be aware that 
some testing sites are requir- 
ing a doctor’s order to do test- 
ing. This also is a testing 
facility decision. If you do not 
have a primary care provider 
or insurance, call the testing 
site and they will work with 
you to determine if a test is 
needed and provide a doctor’s 
order.

Whitmer’s 
Stay at Home order ef- 
fectively shut down 
schools and many area 
businesses, Charlevoix 
County Transit (CCT) 
was quick to respond by 
suspending fares and of- 
fering free meal delivery 
service to those in need. 
Transit Director Jill 
Drury said she knew 
right away when schools 
and businesses started 
to close that the commu- 
nity was going to struggle fi- 
nancially. Drury said, 
“paying a fare is one less 
thing to worry about.” 


With senior centers forced 


to close, Drury explained 
that about half of CCT’s 
runs are now for meal deliv- 
ery to senior citizens. In less 
than a month, CCT has 
made over 400 meal deliver- 
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ies, becoming vital for area 
seniors who depend on 
meals provided by the Com- 
mission on Aging. CCT also 
provides pickup and deliv- 
ery service from pharma- 
cies, food pantries and local 
restaurants. 

As one of the first transit 
services in the state to begin 
offering free trips, CCT cap- 
tured national attention in a

Traffic signal upgrade in downtown Charlevoix begins 


The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Transportation 
(MDOT) announced they 
are upgrading the traffic 
signal in on US 31 down- 
town Charlevoix next to 
Central Drug Store begin- 
ning April 29. 

This work requires inter- 
mittent lane, sidewalk and 
ramp closures. Pedestrians 
may need to use the side- 
walk on the opposite side of 
the street at times, as two 
corners of the intersection 
will be closed at a time. 

The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Transportation 
(MDOT) is investing about 
$256,000 to replace the traf- 


fic signal on US-31(Bridge 
Street) at Clinton Street in 
downtown Charlevoix. The 
project also includes up- 
grading the sidewalk ramps 


at the intersection to Amer- 
icans with Disabilities Act 
(ADA) standards. This proj- 
ect will maintain safety at 
this intersection by regulat- 
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ing traffic for all users. 

The project is scheduled 
to be completed by July 6, 
2020.

cloth face coverings to their 
employees. People won’t have 
to wear face coverings when 
they’re taking a walk in the 
neighborhood, but when they 
go to the grocery store, they 
should be wearing one. Under 
the order, however, no one will 
be subject to criminal penalty 
for going without a mask. 

The new executive order will 
also allow some workers who 
perform previously suspended 
activities to go back on the job. 
Landscapers, lawn-service 
companies, and nurseries can 
return to work, subject to strict 
social distancing. Retailers that 
do not sell necessary supplies 
may reopen for curbside pick- 
up and for delivery. Big box 
stores can reopen “closed 
areas,” like garden centers. 
And bike repair and mainte- 
nance can come back online. 

At the same time, the order 
will ease up on some restric- 
tions on members of the pub- 
lic. It will, for example, allow 
motorized boating and golf 
(but no golf carts), consistent 
with sound social distancing. It 
will also permit individuals to 
travel between their resi- 
dences, though such travel dur- 
ing the epidemic is strongly 
discouraged. And it will clarify 
that state parks remain open, 
as they have been throughout 
the emergency. 

The governor’s actions are in 
close alignment with other 
Midwest states. On April 16, 
Governor Whitmer announced 
that she and Governors Mike 
DeWine (OH), Tony Evers (WI), 
Tim Walz (MN), JB Pritzker 
(IL), Eric Holcomb (IN), and 
Andy Beshear (KY) will work 
in close coordination to reopen 
the economy in the Midwest re- 
gion. The governor is commit- 
ted to continuing to work 
closely with other governors to 
protect families and mitigate 
the spread of COVID-19.

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BOYNE CITY BUDGET HEARING, APRIL 28, 2020 


Budget approved but city will need to 
watch expenses and revenues very closely

The Boyne City Commis- 
sion held a public hearing on 
their proposed 2020-21 fiscal 
year budget at their regular 
meeting April 28th. City Man- 
ager Mike Cain presented an 
overview of the proposed 
budget of just under $15 mil- 
lion for the fiscal year ending 
April 30, 2021. Cain noted 
there are no proposed rate in- 
creases this year other than 
rental rates for the City Ma- 
rina, which had already been 
approved earlier this year. 

Cain expressed his concern 
for the probable impact of re- 
duced state shared revenues 
and also for taxable values of 
property within the City. 
Cain stated, “We'll have to 
watch our revenues coming 
in very closely,” he contin- 
ued, “We’ll also be looking at 
our expenditures very 
closely.” Cain reported the 
City is in sound financial 
shape but cautioned the Com- 
mission that this may be the 
year the City dips into its 
rainy day fund. 


Five Welcome Center restroom facilities to 


Restrooms at five addi- 
tional Michigan Welcome 
Centers will be closed from 
Saturday, April 25, through 
Sunday, May 10, as the result 
of the layoff of Michigan De- 
partment of Transportation 
(MDOT) employees who 
clean and sanitize those fa- 
cilities. 

The restrooms at MDOT’s 
Sault Ste. Marie, Monroe, 
Coldwater, New Buffalo, and 
Detroit Welcome Centers 
will be closed for the two- 
week period. During the fa- 
cility closures the ramps and 


parking lots will be closed as 
well (due to security and san- 
itary concerns), with the ex- 
ception of the Detroit 
Welcome Center, which has a 
shared parking lot. The rest- 
rooms at these Welcome Cen- 
ters are currently expected 
to reopen on Monday, May 
1. 

Restrooms at the Mar- 
quette, Ironwood, St. Ignace, 
Mackinaw City, Dundee, 
Clare, and Port Huron Wel- 
come Centers will remain 
open. Restroom maintenance 
in those facilities is provided 


by private contractors. Two 
other Welcome Center facil- 
ity restrooms had already 
been closed: Menominee, due 
to no separation between the 
restrooms and the informa- 
tion lobby, and Iron Moun- 
tain because it shares space 
in a closed facility. 

Most of the state’s other 63 
rest areas remain open at 
this time, with the exception 
of five that are closed sea- 
sonally (St. Ignace, Topin- 
abee, Hebron, Ludington, 
and Hart) and one that is 
closed due to drainage issues 


(Chelsea). MDOT’s roadside 
parks, which are closed sea- 
sonally, remain closed at this 
time. 

In accordance with Gov. 
Gretchen Whitmer and the 
Michigan Department of 
Health and Human Services’ 
recommendations designed 
to help prevent the spread of 
Coronavirus Disease 2019 
(COVID-19), MDOT closed 
the information lobbies of all 
Michigan Welcome Centers 
as of March 13 until further 
notice. The state is taking 
proactive steps to mitigate 


Boyne City’s current Gen- 
eral Operating Millage rate 
of 15.51 as well as the 2.20 
City Facilities Debt Service 
millage rate will remain un- 
changed in the new budget. 
The City had previously con- 
sidered a one percent in- 
crease in water and sewer 
rates but ultimately chose to 
keep those rates unchanged, 
as well. 

The only citizen to com- 
ment during the public hear- 
ing portion of the meeting 
was Boyne City resident Bar- 
bara Malpass Young, who 
praised the City for keeping 
the rates unchanged for the 
coming year. 

Commissioners unani- 
mously approved the budget 
as it was originally presented 
to Commissioners for review 
at their March 17, 2020 meet- 
ing. The budget is available to 
view on the city’s website, 
cityofboynecity.com.

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Boyne City’s Redman stepping away from coaching role 


BOYNE CITY — Stepping 
away from what you love and 
enjoy is never an easy deci- 
sion. 

On Monday, April 27, 
Boyne City varsity boys bas- 
ketball coach Nick Redman 
did just that, retiring from 
the position he had held for 
the previous 11 seasons, not- 
ing that spending time with 
his family was a motivating 
factor. 

While at the helm for the 
Ramblers, he not only turned 
a program that had previ- 
ously struggled to get 
through the regular season 
with even a small amount of 
victories, they had not won a 
district title in the decade 
prior to him taking over. 

Under the guidance of Red- 
man, the Ramblers captured 
seven district crowns, two re- 
gional championships and a 
Final Four berth in 2014-15 at 
the Breslin Center in East 
Lansing. 

All-in-all, he led the Ram- 
blers to 161 victories, and had 
earned the right to play for 
another district title (their 
10th championship game in 
11 seasons) when the 
MHSAA suspended and ulti- 
mately cancelled the season 
amid the COVID-19 pan- 
demic. 

Looking back, Redman 
noted that he believed that 
the teams he coached played 
the right way and gave their 
all until the final buzzer 
sounded. 

“T would hope we would be 
remembered as teams that 
played REALLY hard and 


played together with great 
enthusiasm; where everyone 
cared about each other and 
had pride in our program 
and our school,” he said. 
“How we turned the pro- 
grams culture around, where 
we were competitive and peo- 
ple were supportive and 
bought in to what we were 
doing. 

“Everyone trusted the 
process and that I was honest 
with my players and loyal to 
my coaches. That has always 
been important to me. The 
consistency we had was im- 
portant to our success.” 

Highlights and memories 
that stand out for him are: 

“First year winning dis- 
trict and beating Charlevoix 
for the first time in 10 years 
after losing 18 straight 
games,” said Redman. “The 
way those kids kept working 
and improving throughout 
that season and did some- 
thing that hasn’t been done 
in a long time. That was huge 
for our program.” 

“Tn 2012, having our first, 
good ranked team in a long 
time, we won 17 games,” he 
added. “2014 undefeated Con- 
ference champs that won 17 
straight games and had a 20 
win season.” 

The 2015 season was the 
best in school history, win- 
ning the Lake Michigan Con- 
ference, District, Regional 
and quarterfinal, advancing 
to the Semi Finals at the 
Breslin, defeating top ranked 
McBain along the way in 
front of a packed, standing 
room only gymnasium in 


Gaylord. 

2016 Winning District 
against two State top ranked 
teams; 2017 Coming from 
down 17 to win at TC St. 
Francis; 2018 First Class B 
District and Regional Cham- 
pionship in school history 
against tough competition 
that year, winning district at 
Gladstone, coming back from 
Down 19 in first half against 
Ludington to win Regional 
game and beating our rival 
Charlevoix 14 out of the last 
17 games.
